No F No. E-1 1017 /!8/89-Ail.IX.—At the meeting of the 
Direct faxes Official Language Implementation Committee 
held on 14th lanuary. 1988 under the Chairmanship of the 
member (Staff & Training), it was decided that a scheme for 
granting awards for encouraging writing of original books on 
direct taxes subjects in Hindi should be introduced under 
the auspices of Central Board of Direct Taxes and the scheme 
should be called DIRECT TAXES LITERATURE AWARDS 
SCHEME (Pratyaksh knr Sshitva Puraskar Yojana). 


2. Object oj the scheme 

The object of the scheme is to encourage writing of stan¬ 
dard original Hindi books on direct taxes subjects. 

3. Eligibility 

The scheme is open to all citizens of India whether en¬ 
gaged in government or private service or in any other pro¬ 
fession. 


5. Awards 

The awards to be given under the scheme are as follow,:— 
First prize—2 Rs. 10,000/- each. 

Second prize—2 Rs. 7.500/- each. 

Third prize—2 Rs. 5,000/- each. 

The department will purchase 2.000 copies of the books 
selected for award on their publication which will be meant 
for use of officers of the department and the departmental 
libraries. 

6. introduction and period of the scheme 

The scheme will be introduced from the financial year 
1988-89 for which prizes will be given in the year 1989-90. 
The information for inviting entries under the scheme and 
the entailing conditions will be notified lateron. A financial 
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year' will be treated as the year of award and the entries in¬ 
vited with reference to a particular financial year, will be 
granted prizes in the next financial year for which notifica¬ 
tion will be issued from time to time. 

7. Donor of the prizes 

These prizes will be given on behalf of the Central Board 
of Direct Taxes, Department of Revenue, Ministry of 
Finance, Government of India. 

8. Evaluation of Books 

(1) The books received for consideration of the awaids 
under the scheme will be evaluated by an expert 
committee which will be constituted by the Central 
Board of Direct Taxes. 

(2) The Evaluation Committee will assess the books re¬ 
ceived on the basis of their merit and will submit 
its recommendations to the Secretary of the Com¬ 
mittee alongwith all the copies of the books/manu¬ 
scripts so evaluated. 

(3) Tho "Evaluation Committee, if satisfied, In the case 
of books which are not recommended for any award, 
that sustained efforts have been made in writing the 
b -:-ks in Hindi, recommend pay men, to the extent 
of Rs. 500/- per book as compensation for the ex¬ 
penditure incurred by the writer of the book on 
typing/publishing such books. 

(4) The recommendation submitted by the Evaluation 
Committee will be placed before the Awards Com¬ 
mittee comprising the following 

(i) Chairman, C.B.D.T.Chairman 

(ii > Member (Staff & Training), CBDT.... Member 

(iii) Member (Legislation), CBDT .Member 

(iv) Director General of Income-tax 

(Admn.) . Member 

(v) Deputy Secretary (Ad. IX), CBDT ... .Member 

fvi) Director of Income-tax 

(RS&P).Member-Secretary 

(5) The Awards Committee will consider the suitability 
of the books for the purpose of granting the awards 
on the basis of the recommendation submitted by 
the Evaluation Committee. 

9. Definition of original book for the purpose of the scheme 
An original book means, a book— 

fa) which has been written by u competitor/author him¬ 
self originally in Hindi; 

(b) which is a Hindi translation rendered by the compe¬ 
titor/author himself of a book written by him ori¬ 
ginally in some other language. 

10. Entires 

(i) Printed books or typed copies—both will be accepted 
for consideration for the award. The competitor/ 
author will have to declare in the prescribed pro¬ 
forma that the book sent under the scheme Is an 
original book as per the definition given above. 

(ii) If copyright is involved, the author shall have to 
submit an uttesled true copy of the permission of 
the copyright holder.

(di) The competitor w ll be required to send 8 printed 
or typed cop.es or the book alongwith „n applica¬ 
tion in the prescribed form. The entries and the 
application foirn duly filled up will be sent to the 
Director of income-tax (RS&P) (the Member- 
Secretary of the Direct (axes Literature Awards 
Committee), 6th floor, Mayur Bhawan, Conn. 
Circus, New Delhi. 

(iv) No competitor under the scheme will be eligible to 
be a member of the Evaluation Committee for the 
year for which ho submits his book(s) for grant 
of award. 

(v) if any book has already once been awarded under 
this scheme, the 6-uiio will ;,ul be again eligible for 
award for any other period under the scheme. 

(vi) The decision of the Awards Committee will be final. 

(vii) If the book winning the award is written by 1 more 
than one writer, the amount of the award will be 
shared equally by all of them. 

11 . Management of the Scheme 

An ingements for running the scheme will be made by the 
Director of Income-tax (RS&P), 6th floor, Mayur Bhawan, 
Conn. Circus, New Delhi. All correspondence about the 
scheme will be handled by him. 

12. Honorarium for evaluators and the officials running the 

scheme 

(i) Each cvfiluator will be granted an honorarium of 
Rs. 500/- per book subject to a maximum of 
Rs. 2000/- only. 

(ii) The officials of the department looking after the 
work of the scheme wdl also be granted suitable 
honorarium which will be decided by the C.B.D.T. 

(iii) If the members of the Evaluation Committee are 
invited from outside Delhi for final evaluation of 
the entries received for award, they will be granted 
T.A./D.A. for the duration of the meeting us per 
the rales. 

13. Funds for the scheme 

The expenditure incurred on the scheme will be met out 
of the budget grant of the Central Board of Direct Taxes.
